The telegraph was superseded 


by the telephone, as far as his Inter- 
ests were concerned. 


First cities irj Wisconsin to have 


telephone systems were. Madison .and 
La Crosse which were' organized in 
1886. Janesville got on the map of 
those having systems in 18S9. Mr. 
Valentine well remembers many ot 
thc facts concerning the early days of 
thc telephone industry because he w,ai 
connected with It almost from 'the 
start as an agent for the American 
Telephone company. 
He succeeded in selling a pn.ir of 


telephones to Charles Starks, living 
at Berlin,, in 1878. These were put 
in use between the ofP.ee of.the Ber- 
lin Journal and the residence of Mr. 
Starks. the edltbr. The same year 
Mr Valentine states he constructed a 
"crude telephone exchange at Green 
Lake the first in Wisconsin and at 
about the same time as the first ex- 
change was built in the United States 
at New Haven, Conn.__ The latte* was 
built in January, 1878. 


Telling the story, Mr. Valentine 


said that after he had become 
an 
agent for the instruments, 1 - went to 
Milwaukee in 1577 looking, for sales 
prospects. In those days the realiza- 
tion of what a great telephone sys- 
tem would-mean had not dawned and 
the telephone.sets were only being 
used to connect up different places 
but short distances apart 
He -tried 


to sell it to the rolling mills to con- 
nect factory ar.d shops. They laushed 
and rid'iculed it. Florists whom. he. 
tried- to convince that the telephone 
would be wonderful as a labor saver 


in communication between greenhouse 
and shops could not see Its feasibility. 
He received encouragement how- 


ever in a letter from Superintendent 
Lee of the Sheboysan and Fond du 
Lac railroad, now a part of .the 
Northwestern system, who thought it 
might be practical in connecting the 
depot at Dartford. on Green Lake 
with two hotels In opposite directions.

and contrived a' little, switchboard at 
thc middle station so that all lines 
could be switched onto the other.
